ON MARCH 20 DURING A DEMONSTRATION HELD BY THE MOTHERS 
OF THE PLAZA CE MAYO.. THE DEMONSTRATION, IN 'WHICH 
APPROXIMATELY 300 PEOPLE PARTIC I PATEO, IS THE FIRST MAJOR 
ONE 70 BE NSIO BY THE MOTHERS THIS YEAR. THE POLICE BEGAN 
OESPERSING THE CROWD SHORTLY AFTER THE DEMONSTRATION BEGAN 
(5:03 PM). A POLICE SOURCE, ACCORDING TO THE PRESS, 

STATED THAT ARRESTEES WOULD BE RELEASED FOLLOWING 
IDENTIFICATION, 8UT AS THIS CALBE IS SENT THE ARRESTEES 
ARE STILL IN CUSTODY. HUMAN RIGHTS LAWYERS HAVE BEEN

CERTAIN INFORMATION ON THE EVENTS 
PLAZA SHE APPROACHED THE CHIEF OF 
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WE TERM THE “COMMUNICATING 0 1 SAPPEAREO": INDIVIDUALS 
WHO AFTER HAVING DISAPPEARED SUDDENLY UERE ALLOWED TO PHONE, 

OR EVEN VISIT THEIR FAMILIES. USUALLY, THE FAMILIES OF 
THE COMMUNICATING DISAPPEARED REMAINED SILENT, ON THE 
INSTRUCTIONS OF THOSE HOLDING THEIR RELATIVES. WE KNOW 
OF ONE EARLIER CASE WHEN THE COMMUNICATING DISAPPEARED

PUBLISHED BY AMNESTY INTERNATIONAL AND WRITTEN BY TWO 
FORMED DISAPPEARED, THERE IS A DESCRIPTION OF THE 
■COMMUNICATING DISAPPEARED' 1 PHENOMENON 'WHICH THE AUTHORS v 
STATE USUALLY ENDED IN THE EXECUTION OF THE PRISONERS. 

ACCORDING TO THESE ALLEGATIONS, THE SECURITY FORCES 
ALLOWED PRISONERS TO VISIT OP. CONTACT THEIR FAMILIES 
AS REWARD FOR THEIR COOPERATION AND THEM SUMMARILY 
EXECUTED THEM WHEN THEIR UTILITY ENDED.
